Ncu'th waasat tl0 same time torn in pieces by 
thoyet unlainotl siivaf^eness of tbo Higliland races, and the thiring loftiness 
to which some of the ru) 3 ioter#;hielfcain.s still earned their protensions. The 
-woll-authonticatod fact of two pewerful clans having tleput^ each thirty 
(ibampions to fight out a i^narrel of old standing, in preslnco of King 
Ivobort III., his brother the Duke of Albany, and the whole court of 
llind, at i’erth, in the year of grace 1 30d, sccra^l to mark with equalms- 
iinotnesH tbo j’ancour of those monntaiii-fcuds, and tbo degraded condition 
of iho general government of the country ; and it was fixod upon aocojd- 
inglv as the point on which the main incidents of .a romantic narrative 
f%dit 1x3 made to bingo. The characters of Ilobirt III, , his ambitious 
brother, and his dissolute son, K(Knne(l to offer some opportunities of inter- 
tilling contwast ;-1?nd the tragic fate of tlic heir of tho throgo, with its 
immediate' consgquoncos, might serve to complete *1110 picture of cnielty 
and lawiifisness. / 

^(|wo foaturos of tho story of this barrier-buttlo ou the Inch of PerC^ tho 
tlight of one of tho appoinled clunnpions, and tho recklass heroism of a 
townsman, that volnntarily oiferod for a srnaU })ioco of coin to supply his 
place in tho mortal encounter, suggested tho imaginary persona, on whom 
much of the novel is expended, Tlio fugitl,'o Clelt might have boon easily 
dealt with, had a ludicrous stylo of colouring boon adopflb^ ; but it ap- 
peared to tho authoi’ that there would bo more of novelty, as well as of 
serious interest, if ho could sncceod in gaining for him something of that 
sympathy whllh is incompatible with tbo total absence of rv'spect. Miss 
Baillie had drawn a coward by md.urc capable of noting as i hero under 
the .strong iif[)ulse of filial affection. Tt aoonied not impossible to conceive 
the case of one constitutionally Avoak of nem, being supported by feelings 
of hon®ui’ and of jealousy in'* to a certain point, and then suddenly giving 
way, iinddi' circuj^istancos to wliich tho bmvo.st heart could hardly refuse 
compassion.

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n>e prior of Locli]«von makes no mention eitUor of tho evasion of one of

Prom tlie same iidvantag'o of situation, tliis favoured pruiiiiee 
presents a variety of the most plcasini!;’ cliaracter. Its Hikes, wooils, 
and mountains may vie in beauty with any tliat tlie lli^'hLuul tour 
exliibits; wliile i’ertlishirc contains, nmid.st (his romantic seem-ry, 
and in some places, in connection with it, many fertile and habitahle 
tracts, wiiich may vie witli the richness of jneKy l'hi'*l!ind iicisiOf. 
Tlie country has also tieen the sceiri of many rmnarkable exploits 
and events, some of historical importance, others interest iiift' to (lie 
poet and j’omanccr. thoneh recorded in popnlar tradition alone. It

It was early iii tlic afteruoou of Yaleiiline’s ilay tlniL llio Piioi 
of the Homhiicaiis was eii^'aged in disehar/re of his duties as Con- 
fessor to a penitent of no small importanee.

1 iis 
beads, wliich xyovc larj^e and eonsjtieiion'^, wma* of native p'old, rudely 
cnc)u;;h "wrou^;:!!!, but ornamentod with Scottish jiearls, of rare Hi/,e 
and beauty.' Those were his only ornaments; and a loiijir crimson 
^rohe of silk, tied by a sash of the same e.olonr, formed his attire, 
'llis shrift hein;; finished, In* arose heavily from the embroidered 
cushion upon which ho kneeled during;', his confession, and, by the 
assistance of a crutch-hoaded staff of ebony, moved, lann' iiml 1111- 
fjracefiill^v, and with ajiparenl pain, toaelaiir f,'f sla/,e, \vhicl], sur- 
mounted by a eano‘py, was jdaced tor liis aceommodauou by the 
chimney of the lofty and Jarjic apartment. , ^ 

'’i'his was Kohertp third of that name, and the .second of thcill-fajed 
family of Stewart, who filled tlie throne of Scotland. He had many 
virtues, and was not without talei|t; hut it was Ids oreat niisfortinio 
that, like others of liis devoted line, his merits were not of a kind 
suited to the ]);u’t wliieh ho ivas eallml njion to perform in life, 'i'he 
King of s(fj fierce a {leojdc as tin* Scots then Avcie ought to have 
been wuirliki', rrmiipl, and acti\c, lilieral in rcwumling services, strict 
in punibliing crimes ; one whose conduct should maki.;,hiui feared as 
well us beloved. The (juallties of IJohert the 'I'liird were tl»e reverse ' 
of all these. In youth he had, indeed, semi battles; hut, without in- 
cuvring disgrace, lie had never manifested the chivalrous love of war 
and peril, or the eager dc.si re to distinguish liimscif by dangerous 
achievements, wliieli that age ca peeled ir(;m all who were of nobte 
birth, and had claiui.s <0 authority. 

Besides, Jiis iniJitury career was very shotl. Amidst the 'iuiuiilt, 
of a tournament, the young Jilaii of Carriek, .sueli Wffs then his title, 
received a kick from the horse of Sir Janies Honglas df Halkeith ; 
in consequence of which he was lame for llic rest of liis life, and 
absolutely diralded from tiukin;!: ^.harc either in warfare, or *111 the 
inilihiry sport. j and lournumciitj whicli w'cre its image. A 5 Bobert 
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]iu(] ncvor te^lificd much pretlilection for violent exertion, he did not 
ju-obiihly mucli regret the incapacities which exempted him from 
these active^iceiies.* But his misfortimc, or rather its consequences, 
lowered hini in the eyes of a fierce nobility and warlike people. He 
was obliged to repose the principal charge of his affairs now in one 
member, now in anothor, of'his family; sometimes with the actual 
rank, and always with the power of Lieutenant-General of the king- 
dom. llis patern?!! alfection would have induced him to use the 
assistance of liis eldest son, a young man of spirit and talent, whom 
in fondness lie had created J)uke of Jlotlisay, in order to give him 
the present possession of a dignity next to that of the throne.^ But 
the y»ung Prince’s hea<l was too giddy, and his hand too feeble, to 
wield with dignity tlie delegated sceptic. However fond of power, 
ple.iBurc was the Prince's favourite pursuit ; and the court was dis- 
turbed, and ♦he country scandalised, 1 )y the nuinhcr of fugitive 
amours, and extravagant revels, ju-actised hjliiiuMbo should have 
set an exni^plu of order and regularity to the youth of the kingdom. 

The license and impropriety of the HqJvC of Bothsay’s conduct* 
was the more reprehensible in the i)ublic view, that he was a mar- 
ried person ; although somg, o^er whom his youth, goiiety, grace, and 
jj'ood teujpor, had ♦Stained niflnenco, were of opinion, that an excuse 
for his libertinism might U* found in the circum.stancc^of the mar- 
riage itself. 'J’liey reminded each other that liis nuptials were entirely 
eoiuhictcd by liis nnele, the Duke of All)any, by whose counsels the 
infirm and timid King was much governed ik tlie time, and who had 
the character of managing the temper of his brother and sovereigir, 
so as miglit he ino't injuyons to the interests and prospects of the 
young heir. By Albany's niacliinations, (he h.'tnd of the heir-appa- 
rent was yi mai^ier put up to hale, as it was understood publicly 
that tlic noblemaij in l^cotland ulm sliould give the largotft dower to 
liis (lai«gliicr, miglit aspire to raise her to the bed of the Duke of 
l^itlisay. 

In tlio contest for ])reference which ensued, George, Earl of 
Dniihar and March, who possessed by himself or his vassals, a great 
])art of the eastern frontier, was preferred to ol]>er Cviiupetitoi's ; and 
his (laughter was, with the mutual g«fod-will of the young couple, 
actualiy conti-acted to the Duke ctf Jtothsay. • 

But there rcimfinod a third party to be consulted, and tliat was no 
otlier tlian t^c (remeiulous Archibald, Ihirl of Dougla-*, terrible alike 
from the extent of Ids lands, from the numerous oflices and jurisdic- 
tions with whmh he was invested, ami from his personal qualities of 
wisdom and \dilour, mingled with indoinilahle pride, and more than 
the &udal love of vengeance. The Karl was aPo nearly related to the 
tlirone, liaving^m.arried ^he eldest daughter of the reigning Monarch. 

After the espousals of the Duke of Uothsay with the Earl of 
Maifdds daimliter, Douglas, as if lie had postponed his share in tlie 
negotiation to show that it coifld not bo concluded with any one hut 
himself, entered the lists to break off the contract. He tendered a 
larger dotver with his daughter Marjory than the Earl of March had

pvofTerctl ; R'kI. secured by his own cupidity and four oC <hc Dmig'lns, 
Albany exerted his iulluoucc with tl»e timitl Ab>u:uvli till lie was ])re- 
Vrtiled upon <o break ilie contract with tlie I'kiri and wed 

liissoii to Marjory Douglas, a woman whom Itoflisay could not love. 
No a])olo'^y was ofiereu to the Earl of l^Iarch. <'X( rjiiiu^ tliat the 
cspousals'betwixt tlic Prince and Elizabeth of Dunbar ba(l not been 
approved by the f^tates of Parlianumt, and that <ill '^ncli ratification 
the contract washable to be ])roken ()tV. 'Hie Jhavl (bs'ply n'sented 
the wrong' done to himself and liis (Taug'liter, a,nd wa« generally un- 
derstood to study revenge. Avbieb bis greiit iidlueaiee on tbe Ihig'lish 
frontier was likely to plaee within bis pinser. 

IVi tbe mean time, the Duke of RotlKav.'^’nceiised at the sacrifice 
of'his hand and hi‘' inelinations to (lli.^ sdafe intrigne, (o(dc lii.s own 
mode of venJing' liis di-.pleasure, by ueg'leetiiig ln\ wife, contenfiiiug* 
iiis formidable and dangerous father-in-law, ami showibg little rcs]>ect 
to the authority of tlie King lumself, and none whatever to the ro- 
monstranees of Albany, his uiiele, whom lie looked upon as his con- 
i' rmed enemy. 

Aiiiid the^c internal disscimioms of his family, whicli extemh-d 
tlieinselves through hi.s councils and ndiniiii-Jtpition, introducing 
everywlieixi tlie baneful cifects of uncertainly and disunion, (In* 
feeble Monarch had for some time been snjiported by the counsels 
of liis Qncei) Annabclla, a daughter of tin* noble house of Drum- 
mond, gifted with a depth of sagacity and finmic>s of mind, whicli 
cxeychsed sonie reslrahit over the levities of a son who respected 
her, and sustained on many occasions tin* wavering re.solution of her 
royal husband. - -Put after her death the imhi'ciie Sovereign re- 
sembled nothing so much as a vessel drifted from her aiicliors, and 
tossed ahnnt amidst contending' eiirreiits. Ab-tfacledly 'jom^idered^, 
]l(d)crt might be .said to doat upon hi.> .^on,-— to entertain resneet and 
awe for the character of lii^ brother Albany, so much moro^lecisivo 
than his own,— to -fear the Jhaiglas with a terror w'hich was alim .st 
im-tinctivc, ;ind !<' siisju'ct the constancy of the bold hut fickh; Earl 
of ?d arch, lint Itis feeling's toward- the.- (‘ various characters were 
so mixed and complicated. ,fliat from time to time, they showed 
entirely ditlcrent tV^mi wliat they really were; and necording to the 
interest whi Ji laid hcou lu'.t exerted over his flexi||lo mind, the King 
would change from an indnlg<'nt, to a strict and even eniel father — 
from a eontiding to u ji-aloiis brother- or fi’om a, btnignant and 
boniitifu], to a, ^ras)>ing and encroaching (Sovereign. Like tbe 
cauieleori, liis feeble mind reileetod tlie eidour of that.lirmer cbarac- 
Icr upon wdiich at tlie time In' reposed for counsel ami assistance. 
And wlam be disused tbe adiice of om* of bis family, and employed 
the counsel of .another, it wuis no unwonted thing to a total cliange 
of measure.^, cfjnally disrepulalde to the character of the King?, ami 
dangerou.^ to the safety of the state. 

Jt followed, a.s a, matter of eonrso, tlt.at the clergy of the Catliolic 
Church acquired intluence over a man whose intentions were so ex- 
cellent*, but wliose resolutions were so infirm. Robert was hauated, 
not only with a due sense of the errors he had really committed, but 
yyith the tormenting apprehensions of those peccadilloes which jieset 
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a fniporKtitionH aihI iimiM mind. Tt is warcoly necessary therefore to

Wild) se!iled.^11ic e'cntle and venerable looks of the ^ood 
old man sliowaul hcncvidmice. 'i'lic Jh'ior, who now remained stahd- 
hiff §pposi(v tn tlie rity.il siait, wulh an air of di'cp deference which 
cloaked the nnilural liana htinei*s of his carriaire, was a man betwixt 
forty and filly years of ae e, hut every one of whose hairs still retained 
their miinri^l black colour. Acu((‘ features a^id a pcnctratin^f look, 
attested llm talents by whi(di the venerable falher had acquired hia 
lij;>li station in the eoinnmnily over which liT* ])U.’<ided ; ami, w'e may 
add, in the conm'ils of the kinp'dom in wllo^e sendee they were often 
excrci.sed. Tlu' (diief ohjeeT> wliieli In*; ('dnealiou and habits taught 
him to kcc]) in view, wer(»th*' exiensimi of the dominion and the 
wealth of tin.' Chnreli. and the su])])r('>-.inn of heresy, both of which 
he endenvmired (o aceoinjdihh liv all the means whieh his situation 
afforded him. Hut he honoured his r('li<ii(.’'M by the sincerity of his 
own belief, and by the mor.ality which aiiided hi** conduct in all grdL* 
nary silualioms. ’Tin* faulH of (he Prior Ansoim. thoupfh they led 
liim into grievous error, auTl <weii eruoliy, weiv'Jierhaps rather those 
of his agfe^aiqj jn-ote.s.simi- Ins virliies um-e his own.

find that the dead bod} ba<l been removed from the gibbet. They 
^vere not, howc^tr, long .it a lo-'^ to gne-s the can^e of iK di > ifpear- 
aiice. llontlu’on bad been the loIlo\ser of a 3Jui> whose opiates 
lay in Fife, and was liHii-ell a nati\e of tli.it jno\iuce, ^\ hat wUi 
more natural tliau tb.it some of (lie Ihfe men, whose bo.its were frc> 
([ucntl} piling on tl?e liver, .should h.i\e elindcstim ly Humoed the 
body of their r>ua:r\man from ibo place of ))ublic sliaijie; Tin* 
ci'OW'd vented tin ir rage ag.lnl^t Smotlierwell, for not completing bis 
job on the preceding e\enmg; and liuUiu t lie and liis b* t.iken 

thcmselvy's to a boat, and escaped cvaoss the 'I'ay, the} would haie 
run .some ri-'k of being pelted to death. '!'hc iwent, however, w. is 
too mneb in tlie spinl of the lime-, to be mneh vvondeud at. Its 
real cause wc shall expl.tin in llie Iblluwing elnipler.

pasture, where the cattle str.iyed, fiiuling, at this .season of the year, 
a scanty sustenance •among tlie spi'ing-hcads and marshy jilaces, 
wliere the fresli grass began first to arise. 

The opjiosib', or northern shore of the lake, presented a far more 
Alpine i>rospect than that ii})on whicli tlie Glover was stationed. 
AVooils and thickets ran u]) the &i4^\s of the mountains, and dis- 
appeared among the sinuosities formed by the winding ravines which- 
separated them from each other; but far above the.se specimens of 
a tolerable natural soil, arose tlie swart and bare mountains them- 
selves, in tlie dark grey desolation proiier to the season. 

tSorne were ])oaked, some broad-crC'ted, some rocky and pi'eci])i- 
loiis, others of a tamer outline: and the clan of Titans seemed to be 
commanded their itjiprojuiate chieftains — the frowning mountain 
of Ben Lawers, and the .still more lofty cmineiiee of Ben Mohr, 
arising higli aliove the rest, Avliose peaks’ retain a da^izling helmet of 
snow far into the summer soa,son, and sometimes during the whole 
year. Y^t the borders of this wild and sylvan region, where the 
mountaiivi descended upon the lake, intimated, even at that early 
period, many traces of human habitation. JJamlets wx're^seen, espe- 
cially on the iiortliern margin of th.e lake, half hid among the little 
glens that poured tlicir trilnitary stK'ams into Loch Tay, wliieh, like 
many earthly thing’s, made a fair show at a distance, but, when more 
closely approaclied, were disgustful and repulsive, from their squalid 
nant of the mivcniences wduch attend even Indian wigw’ams. Tliey

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were hilmbRcd by a r:u'c who neither cultivated tlie o^arib, )U)r cared 
for the cnjoyiiieiitf^ which industry procures. The women, although 
otherwise treated with nflection, and even delicacy of respect, dis- 
charged all the ab^olutclv ueces>ary domestic labour. The mon. 
excepting' some reluctant use of an ill-formed ])Iough, or more fre- 
quently a spade, griulginaly g’one throug’h, as a ta‘<k inlinittdy beneatii 
fliem, took no oilier employment than I he cl’.arg'e of the Iierdti of 
' black catlle, in which their wealtli consisted." At all other times, they 
hunted, fislied, or marauded, ibiririn’ the i>rief intervals of peace, by 
way of padimo; plundering' ^\ itii bolder lieen.se, and iighling with 
endiittered auimosily. in lime of war, v.]ne.h, ]uiblic or ])ri vale,, upon 
a broader or more i '."tricted seale, fonned the projn'r hn.si!u\ss of 
their lives, ami the only one which tlu'y catoemi'd worthy ofthmii.

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their notes witli the tremulous voice of agfe and the habbliii^ cry of 
childhood. The coronach was {ig’aiii, and for the last time, shrieked ns 
the body was carried into the interior of the churgh, where only the 
nearest relatives of the deceased and the inosjt distinofuishod of the 
leaders of tlie clan were uerinittcd to entcr.^ The last yell of woe

'riiE funeral (^'se.inu's hcin!>' over, the ,-,ame fli’lilW wln'cli laid pro- 
ceeded in solemn :ind .sad array down the lake, jirepaiad to rt'turu 
wilh di.-t^)laycd banners, and every demoiistiMiion of mirth ;ind joy; 
for til ct4’ was but luief time to eelebrate Ib.slivaly. wlum the awful 
Conllict hetw'ijd the Gian Quliek' and llioir most forinkUible rivals 
80 nearly a])pruaelied. iPbad licen aoTei-d, therefore, that the fuuc- 
ral feast sliould be blended with th^t usmiliy |;-iveii at the inanpura- 
tion of the yomio- Oltief. 

Some objictions were made to this arrang'eineni, n.s coniaiidiig an 
evil omen. But, on (he oilier hand, it had a specie.s of reeoinmenda- 
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\ion, from the habits and feelings of the Highlanders, who, to this 
day, are w'ont to mingle a degree of solemn mirth with their mourn- 
ing, and something resembling melancholy with'their mirth. The 
usual aversion to speak dr think of those v;ho have been beloved 
and lost, is less known to this grave and enthusiastic race than it is 
to others. lh)u hear not only the yoiii'ig mention (as is everywhere 
usual^ tlie merits and the character of parents wlio have, in the 
course of nature, predeceased them ; bu| the widowed partner 
speaks, in ordinary conversation, of tiie lost spouse; and, what is still 
stranger, the parents allude fretiuenlly to the beauty or valour^ of the 
child whom they liave interred. The Scottish Highlanders mppear 
to regard the separation of friends by death, as something less ah- 
Boliitc and complete than it is generally esteemed in other countries, 
and converse of the?' dear connections who have spuglit the grave 
before tlieni, as if they liad gone upon a long j'oiirney in which tlicy 
themselves must soon follow. The funeral least, therefore, being 
a general custom tljroughout Seotland, was not, in tliq opinion of 
those who were to sliaro it, unsoiuuingly mingled, on the ])rc.sent 
occasion^ with the festivities wJiicli hailed the sueeesbion to the 
Chieftainship. < 

The barge whieh had lately borne ttie dead to tlu; grave now con- 
veyed tlfb young Maclan to his new command ; and the minstrels 
Bent forth their gayest notes to gratulate Machin's succession, as 
they had lately sounded their most doleful dirges when carrying 
Gilchrist to Jiis grave. I'Vom the attendant liotilla rang notes of 
triumph and jubilee, instead of those yells of hiiuentation which Imd 
BO lately disturhed tlie echoes of Loch* 'I’a j ; and a thou!>aml voices 
hailed the youthful Chieftain as he stood on the i)0()p, armed at all 
jiuiiits, in the llower of early manhood, beauty, and activity, on the 
very S})ut where liis fallier’.s corpse liad-so latoly l)con extended, and 
surrounded by triumphant friends, as tliat luid been by de.sohite 
Tuoiirncrs. One lioat kept closest of the liotilla to the honoured 
galley. Tonpiil of the Oak, a'gri/.zled giant, was stcorsinaii; and 
his eiglit sons, each exceeding the ordinary stature of mankind, 
pulled (he oars. Like some })owerful tind favourite wtjlf-lioiind, un- 
loosed from his couples, and frolicking around a liberal master, the 
boat of the fuster-hrelhren ]iassed tlie Chioftain's barge, now on one 
side, a'lid now on another, and even vuwed around it, as if in extra- 
vagance of joy; while, at tlu' saioe time, wilh^Oic jealous vigilance 
of the animal wc have compared it to, they made it dangerous for 
any other of the liotilla to apiiro.rch so, near as themselves, from the 
risk of being nui down by their iinpetnon.s and reckless mameuvres, 
liaised to an eminent rank in the clan by the succession of their 
foster-brother to the command of the Clan (iuhe),e, this' was tlie 
tumultuous and almost terrible mode in which they teslifed Iheii 
peculiar sliyre in tlieir Cliief’s triumpli. „ 

Far behind, and with dilferent. feelings, 'nm the part of one at leas! 
of tlie company, came the .small boat, in which, manned by the 
Booshalloch and one of liis sons, Simon Glover was a passenger. 

“If wo arc bound for the head of tlie lake,’' said Igimon to hit 
friend, “ we shall hardly be there for hours.’’ 
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But as lie spoke, the crew of llie boat of the foster-breUircri, or 
Leichtacli,^ on a signal from tlio Chief’s ffalley, lay on their oars 
until the BoosImllScIi s boat came tip, and tlirowiii<T on board a rope 
of hides, wliicli Niel made fast to the head of bis skiff, they stretciied 
to their oars once, more ;*n,nd, notwithstanding' they Iiad the smaU 
boat in tow, swept* through llie hike with almost tlie same rapidity 
as before. 'The skiff \yas tugged on with a velocity which seemed 
to hazard the pulling h*r under water, or the separation of her head 
from her otlier timbers. 

Simon (Hover saw with anxiety the reckless fury of their course, 
and tife bows of the Imat oecahionally lirouglit within an inch or two 
of the level of tlie water: and lhonV;h his fViend Niel Booshalloch 
assured him it was all tlmie in especial honour, he heartily wished 
Iiis voyage niigj^t have a, safe tcnninalion. had so.'' and much 
soiiner than lie appi^oliended ; for the place of lestivity was not four 
miles distant from the scjinlchral island, being elioseii to suit the 
Chieftain’ stcourse, which lay to the south cast, so soon as the banquet 
•should be concluded. ' , 

. A bay on the soniliern side of Loob Tay presented a beautiful 
beach of sparkling sand, on wliich (be boahs miglit land with case, 
and a dry meadow, covered w^th turf, \erdant eonsiihu'ing the sea- 
son, behind and nioimd which rose liieh hanks, fringed wth copse- 
wood, and displaying the lavish preji.iral ions which liad been made 
for the cntertainnienl. 

The iligldanders, well' known for ready hatchet-mcn. had con- 
structed a long arhonr or s\!\aii Isnuinetiiig-rooni. cajiahle of receiv- 
ing twui hundred men. whiieti nnniher of smaller liiifs arnuiul seemed 
intended for slecjiiitg a]>avtnient-,. d’lie nprighls, the coujiles, and 
rooftrei' of the lem])orai'y liall W(U'(‘ composed of mountain-pine, still 
covered with its hark. '1 h^ framewoik of the sides was of ])]anks 
or spars of the same material, closcdy inft'rwoven with the leafy 
boughs of the hr and other evergreen.', which tlie nciglibonring* 
woods afforded, wliile Hu,* liills had riirnished ])h ntv ofhealh to form 
the roof. Witliin this sylvan ]ialat‘e tln^ iiio'-t imjxu'tant personages 
present were invited to liold high festival. < Pliers of le.ss note were 
to feast in various long .sheds, constnieted witli le.-^s care; and tablc.s 
of sod. or rough phniks, placed in tlie oj.'eii air, were allotted to the 
numberless mult it mb'. At a distance weri* to be seen i>iles t.tf glow- 
ing' cliareoai or hl.iiiing wan>d, arouml wdiicli countless cooks toiled, 
bustled, and fretted, like so many demons working in their native 
element. Tils', wrought in the bilf-side, and lined witli lieated .stoiie.s, 
served as oveiisidur stewing' immense qiiatifitic'^ of beef, mutton, atid 
ventson---woo(leii spits supported sliei'p and goats, w hich w'cre roasted 
entire ;*otliers«were cut into joints, and seethed in caldrons made of 
the aniflials' own skins, sewed hastily tog'ctber, and tilled with W'ater ; 
while huge qiantitics of jiike, trout, salmon, and cbar,i.vere broiled 
with more ceremony oii glowing embers. The Glover had seen 
many a Highland banquet, but ne\*cr one the preparations for which 
were on such a scale of barbarous profusion.

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He had little time. Ijowcver, to admire the scene around him ; Ibr, 
as soon as they landed on tlie beach, the Booshalloch observed with

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of them were made by our celebrated Perth armourer, caifed Henry 
of the Wynd?" 

^ ‘^Thou art more •unlucky than before,” said Niel; “that mans 
*name is to Eacliin’s temper like a, whirl\vi»d upon the lake ; yet no 
mail kiu)\y« for what cause.’’ 

“I can g'liess,” th^iglit dur.i'llover, but ^?ave no utterance to the 
thought ; and, liaving twice lighted on unploasaiit subjects of con- 
versation, he prepared to apply liimsclf, like those around him, to^ 
his food, without starting^ another topic. 

We have said a;, much of the preparatioiis as may load the reader 
to coiKlude that the festival, in res])eet of the (juality of the food, 
was of the most rude de,-crii)tion ; consisting ehietly of huge joints 
of mcnt, which were con'umed with little re-pect to the fasting sea- 
son, altlxjugh several eftlie friars of the [•'Liiid ^’(fii\ent fyaced and 
hallowc'd tile lioafd 1%' their lua-seiice. ’1 he woa' of woial, 

and so v/eri- the hoojx'd eii;iU('s ov euiis out (d‘ vliicli the gnc.-ts 
quailed tiieir as aN:) |lic hrolli or Jiiiee of the meat, Avhieh

It., was eovio'ed with a eanoj)y of hojly 
hoiiyhs and ivy. amyhore, rented ai'nisnU it. a shc,!thc(( .swoid and a 
folde.d banue.r. d’hi,. li.id hemi tfu‘ seat of the docoas* d ('hiieftaiu, 
and wais left, vacant in Immi'r of him. Maeliiu oeeujded a lower 
clmir on the right l.ami oi tlm phue ot'lmmuu'. 

Thy reader would he pMatly mi, la.ken who sh-mh! follow out this 
description hy f'n])])osin‘> ihat; tim. •^u--sis tn-kav^.-d like a herd of 
hungry wolve.s, rin-lenr; njam a feast, rarely offered to them. On 
the contrary, llie Ohm (,Md,e!e (•(mdueteii iheiiiselve.; witli ihat s[)('ries 
of courteous reserve and attmitmu to the wants of others whieli is 
often found in primitive muioti.s t'^-taHoaily Mich as are always in 
nrins 1 because a gisn r.il oh.M'vaioe (d‘ the rules of eouv^„‘Sy is 
necessary to prcvei,^ ou flre]^, lilood.dmd, and dentil. 'I’lie guests 
look the plaT'Cs assigned them by 'r<;njuil of the Oak, who, acting 
as Mariscluil Tifeh, i e. sewer of (he mess, touched with a while 
waiid, without sjj^jeakiiig a word, the place ■wlnwe each was to sit. 
d’hus placed in order, the eompany [latieotly awaited fpf tlu' ]tortio!i 
nssiguec^theij),^vhieli was distrihuiial auioiyg tlicm liy (ho Leieiitadi : 
—the bimvest men, or more distinguished ivarriovs of the tribe, being 
accominodateti with a, double mess, ein])liatieally called bini/ir, or 
the portion of a man. AVilieu the .sew'crs themselves hmf seen every 
one served, they resumed llieir ])laoes at the festival, and were caeli 
served with one of the.se larger messes of food. Water was placed 
within eaehjimu’.s reach, and a handful of soft moss served the pur- 
poses of a tiiD]e-na]>kin, so (liat, as at an Eastern banquet, the hands 
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were waslied as often as the mess was clianffed. For amuseraer 
the bard recited the praises of the deceased Chief, and expressed tl 
clan’s confidence in the blossoming;: virtues of diis successor. TI 
Seanachie recited tlic gifncalogy of the tribe, which they traced 
the race of tlie ])ahiads; the harpers played within, while the wa 
pipes cheered tlic multitude without..- The coT|yersation among" tl 
g'uesta was grave, subdued, and civil — no jest was attempted be^or 
the bounds of a very gentle plea-santry. calculated only to excite 
passing smile. There were no raised* voices, no contentious arg 
ments; and Simon Glover had heard a hundred times niore^noise 
a guild-feast in Perth than was made on tlii.s occasion by f-TO bin 
drod wild mountaineers. 

Even the liquor itself did not seem to raise the festive party abo> 
the same one of d^^corous gravity. It was of various kinds— wir 
ap])cared in very small quantities, and was served out only to tl 
principal guests, among which honoured number Simon Glover Wf 
again included. The wine and tlie two wlieaten loavc.s yore, indee 
the only marks of notice which he rec(‘ived during the feast; b 
Niel Boo«iiallocli, jealous of his master’s reputation for liospitalit. 
failed not to enlarge on them as„])roofs of high distinction. Di 
tillc*‘ liquors, since so generally iistd in the liigliland.s, were tlie 
comparatively unknown. The usquebaugh wa.s circulated in sma 
quantities, and was highly flavoured with a decoction of saffron an 
other herbs, so as to resemble a medicinal potion, rather than 
festive cordial. Cider and mead were seen at tlie entovtainmen' 
but ale, brewed in great quantities for the purpose, and flowiii 
round without restriction, was the liquor generally used, and tlu 
was drunk with a moderation much Iosm known among the moi 
modern llighlaiulcrs. A cup to the memory of the deceased Chie 
tain was the first pledge solemnly jirorlaimed after the banquet Wi 
finished; and a low murmur of benedictions was heard from tl 
company, while flie monks alone, uplifting their united voices, sun 
Ji e( I niern eter narrow dona. An unusual silence followed, as if soint 
thing extraordinary was expected, when Kachin arose, with a hoi 
and manly yet modest grace, .and ascended the vacant seat or thron- 
saying Vrith dignify and finnne.ss — 

“ ’i'his seat and my father’s inheritance 1 claim as niy right — s 
prosiier me God and 'St 1 larr ! ” 

“ flow will you rule your fathci’s children ? said an old man, tb 
uncle of tlie deceased. 

“ I will defend tlumi with my father’s .sword, and distribute justi( 
to them under piy father’s baniKW.” , 

The old man, with a tromhling hand, unshcatlied the jiondcroi 
we.apon, and, liolding it by the blade, etl'cred the bjlt.to the youn 
ChiefLain’.s grasp ; at the same time Torquil of the Oak iinfarlcd tl 
pennon of the tribe, and swung it repeatedly over Jkicbin’s lica 
who, with singular grace and dexterity, -brandished tlic huge eU> 
more as in its deCenro. The guests raised a yelling shout, to testi 
their acceptance of the jjatriarchal Chief who claimed tlieir allt 

f iance, nor was there any who, in tlic graceful and agile yout 
efore them, wa, disjxr.cdto n'eollect the subject of sinister vat 
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cinations. As he stood in g'littering mail, resting' on the long’ sword, 
and ackuowk^ging by gracious gestures the aeclaniations which 
rent the air within, without, and around, Simon Glover was tempted 
• to doubt whether this majestic figure was tiiat of the same lad whom 
he had often treated with little ceremony, and began to have some 
apprehension of the consequences of having- done so. A general 
burst of minstrelsy* succeeded to the acclamations, and rock and 
greenwood rang to harg and pipes, as lately to shout and yell of 
woe. 

It would be tedious to pursue the progress of tlie inaugural feast, 
or detail) the pledges that were tiuailed to former heroes of the clan, 
and above all to the twenty-nine bravo gallovvglasses wlio w-ere to 
fight in the approaeliing eonlliet under the eye and leading of their 
joung Chief. The hards, assuming, in old tijnes, the •prophetic 
character eombinfd with their own, ventured to assure them of the 
most distinguished vi( tory, and to predict the fury w itli which the 
Blue Falcom Iho cmhlcin'of the (Jinn ('^uliele, should rend to pieces 
the IMounlam-eat, the well-known badge of the Chiu Chattau. 

* It was n’lproaching' sunset, when a bowl, cnlitfd (lie gracc-cnp, 
made of onk, hooped with silver, jvns handed round the talde as the 
signal of dispersion, althougli k, was left free to any who chose a 
longer carom c to retreat to any of the outer bothies. As foitSimon 
Glover, the Buoshalloch eonductod liim to a small lint, contrived, it 
would seem, for the use of a single individual, w'here a bed of healli 
and moss was arranged as well as the .sea.-.on wamld ])erniit, and an 
ample su]tpl> of such delicaeie;; us the lati; feast afi'orded, showed 
that all care had been taken fvr the inhabitant’s aecomiiiodation. 

Do not leave this^mt,” said (he Booslaillocii. taking leave of his 
friend and pi’otegt' ; this is your jdaee of ro>t. But aiuirtments are 
lost on such a nigiit of confiiaion, and if the badger leaves his hole 
the tod‘ will creep into it.” 

'J’o tSimon Glover this arrangement was by no means disagreeable, 
lie had been wearied by the noi.'.e the day, aiifl felt desirous of 
repose. After eating, therefore, a morsel, which his a])petito scarce 
required, and drinking a cii]) of wine to expel the cold, he muttered 
Ids evening prayer, wrapt himself in his cloak, and lay down on a 
couch which old acquaintanee had made fanuliar and easy to him. 
The hum and murmur, and even the occasional shouts, of so»c of 
the festive multitude jvho continued revelling without, did not long 
interrupt hi.s foposc; and in about ten minutes he was as fast gsleep 
as if he had lain in his own bed in Curfew- Street.

At yaucL Jolipstoua on a day bc-Milo tliu DLuk Fi'cns. 

Palm Sunday now daAvned. At. an emlier pesiod of the Christian 
Church, the u.se of any of the days of Pas.sion AVeck for the purpose of 
combat, Avould have beim aeeounted a. iivofanity Avurthy of excommuni- 
cation. 'J’he Church of 1 Lome, to her inllnite honour, had, decided, that 
during the holy sea, son of Paster, Avlieii tlie redcmptioif of m^n from 
liis failcu state was aecompli.shed, the .sAVord of Avar sliould'be shpathed, 
and angry monarchs should rcs})eet tlu‘ season termed the Truce of 
God, The ferocious violence of the latter Avars betwixt Scotland 
and hbigland liad destroved all ob.scrvancc of this decent and religi- 
ous ordinance. Very often the most solemn occasions were chosen

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by one |tarLy for nn attack, because they hoped to find the otlier en- 
g'li^'cd in relig'ioiTS duties, and unprovided for defence. Thus tlie 
truce, once considerud as I'ropcr to the season, had been discon- 
tinued ; and it became not unusual cvcn*to select the sacred fe.stivals 
oi' tlie Cliurcli for decisiokof the trial by combat, to which this in- 
tended contest bcg'c a considerable resemblance. 

On the present occasjon, however, the duties of the day were ob-^ 
s?l-vcd with the usual .‘^jftlemnity, and the combatants them.selves took* 
share in them. Bearing- brandies of yew in their hands, as the readi- 
est* ;?uhstituto for palm boughs, tlicy marched respectively to the 
Dominieaii and Carthnsinn convents, to hear High Mas.s, aiffl, by ft 
sliQwat least of devotion, to prepare tliemsclvcs for tlie bloody strife 
of (be day.

intimated tli(*ir tbudal animosity, ami llieir eag-erness to ong'ag'e, liy 
a wild scream, wliicli, uttered by the Clan Quhcle„.was answered and 
echoed back by the Clan Chattan— the whole at the same time shaking 
their swords, and menacing' each other, as if they meant to conquer 
the imagination of their opponents ere. they mingled in the actual 
strife.

])!icatcd macliinery, tlian to be wielded .by liuuian liaiids. 8ome of 
ihe coniliatants, too nmeli crowded togetber to use tliose long 
wea))on3, liad iiircaily betaken tliemselvcs to their poniards, and en- 
deavoured to get within the sword-sween of those opposed to them. 
Ill the mean time blood llowed fast, and tnc groans of tliose who fell 
began to mingle with the cries of llio.se who fought; for, according 
1(1 the manner of tlje lliglilanders at all times, tliey could hardly be 
K;ii(l to .shout, but to yell. Those' of the sjiectators, who.se eyes were 
Iwst accustomed to such scenes of blood and confusion, could never- 
theless discover no advantage yet acquired by either party. Tlie 
conilict swayed, indeed, at diliereiit intervals forwards or hack- 
Avards, ^hiit it Avas only in monientary suiieriority, Avliicli the party 
Avho acquired it almost in.staiitly lost by a corresponding exertion on 
llie other side. Tlie wild notes of tlie pipers ware still Ifhard above 
f ile tumult, and stimulated to farther exertions the fury of the com- 
batants. 

At once, hoAVOA'cr, and as if by mutual agreement, Uip inslruments 
sounded a retreat : it AA'as expressed in wailing notes, which ^seemed 
to imply a dirge for the fallen. The tAVO parties disefigaged.thcm- 
selves from each other, to take breath for a fevv minutes. The eyes 
of the specta*i'ors greedily surveyed the shqftered array of the com- 
hatants as they drew off from the contest, biit found it still impossible 
to deckle which had sustained the' greater los.s.

We now return to the hVir Afaid of Pertli, who hadheea sent from 
the horrible scene ii.i EaJkhutdJiy order of the Doio his, to be placed 

j a,. JHO., „f Jto(ra - h. 
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under the protection of his dnng-hter, the now widowed Duchess of 
Ilothsay. That lady’s temporary residence was a religious lioiise 
called Cainpsic, t he ruins of wliicli still occupy a strikin'’: situation on 
tlie Tny. It arose on the summit of a precipitous rock, wliicli descends 
on the princely river, tliorc Tendered peeuliarly remarkable by the 
cataract called Gampsie 1 iimi, where its wgters rush ttnnultuou>ly oyer 
a ranine of basaltic rock, which iutcrcejits the euii'-ent like a dike 
erected by Ininem hands. Deli^dited with a site so ronuintic, t^e

^!r Monison says; — “The various designations by wlilch TTonryor II.J of the Wyod, 
llic Gow Cbrom, or Bar dyleggcd Smith g‘'St Johnston, was known, li.uc left the fu Id 
open to a great variety of competitors for the honour of being lecKoned among bis dascend- 
aiits. The want of early registers, and varioiirs ot'ur circnnistanccs, pno'ent our ven- 
turing to proiionnee any verdict on the comparative .«liengih of tho^e clainiSj but we 
shall state them alt fnuly and briefly.

Mr Morrison says, “ The jdadtij where the pnblie assemblies of tlie citizens, or tlioir 
magistrates, were liold, were so seMom changed in former times, tliat there seems every 
Reason to conclude, tiut the mceting-s of the town-council of i’ertli were always held in 
w®ear the place where they,s1ill convene. The room itself is evidently modern ; but 
the adjoining building, wliidlseems to have been reared close to, if it did not acltiallf 
form a part of, tlic (iliapcl of the Virgin, hears many marks of antiquity.

Part of the gate which opened 
fnuii the town, to the drawbridge of the castle, is still to bo seen, as well as some traces 
of the foundation of the Keep or Donjon, and of the towers which surrounded tlie C.is- 
tle-ynul. The Curfew Vfw which now encloses the SldniieiK’ Yard, at that time

^‘Tlie (lonstable’s, or E;ul of Errol’s lodgings," Ba.vs Mr Morrison, “ stood near the 
soutli end of the Watorgate, the quarter ot the town in which most of the liouseK of tlie 
jiobiiity were placed, amidst gardens winch extended in the wall of the city adjoining 
the river. The families ot tlie Hays hud many rich possession.s in the neishbourlioori, 
and other residences in the town beside.? that commonly known as tlio Constnhle's Lodg* 
i iigs. Some of tl)e.sc suhsequcnily p;is.seil, ah mg with if considcrahle portion of the (.'arso, 
to tlie Ruthven or Gowrie fiunilj'. Tl'o last of fho.se noble rosidenecs m Perth, wliuh 
retained any part of its former magmticeiice (and on that account styled the palace), 
was the celebrated Gowrie House, wliich was neaily entire iu 1805, but of which not 
.a vestige now remains. On the conti.scation of the G^vwrie estates, it merged into the 
public i>ro{terty of the town : and, iu 1740, was presented by the magistrates to the 
Duke of Cumberland. His Royal Highness, on receiving this mark of tho attachment 
or servility of the Perth rulers, asked, with .sarc.astic nonchalance, ' If tliejpiece o/grovud 
called the Carso of Gowrie '■/eut along with i? ?

Tho sponriiy no less than tho beauty of the situations led to the choice of these lake 
jalauds for religious estabKshments. Those in tho Highlands wore generally of a lowly 
charncter, and in many of them the monastic orders wore tolerated, and the rites of the 
Romish Clmrcli observed, long after the Reformation had swept both ” the rooks anti 
tlieir nests ’* out of tiie Lowlands. The Priory on Loch Tay was founded li^T Alexander 
f., and the care tif it committed to a small body of monks ; l)Ulr,the last residents in it 
were three nuns, xvlio, when they did emerge into society, scerntd determined to enjoy 
it, in its mn.st eomphcafoil and noisy state, for they came out only once a-year. and tliat 
to a vuirlrt at Kenmore. Hence that Fair is still called “ Fioll na iii.’hau muoiuli,” or 
lldlj Woman '.s market. *

'Pile installation, tho marriage, and tho funeral of a chieftain, were tlie three periods 
of his course, oh.serifterl with Iho liigliest ceremony by all the clan. The latter was per- 
haps the most imposing of the three spectacles, from thoifMemiiity of theoijcaHion, and 
the thrilling effect pioducod by tho coronach, sung by hundreds of voices, ilsmelanclioly 
iV>.Ti uiuliilaliug Ihiougli llic valleys, or reverberating among the hills. All tliewe ob- 
scrvance.s are iiulmg away, and the occasional attempt at a gathering, for the funeral of 
a chief, now resemble.^ the dying note of llic coronach, faintly oclined for tbs' last timo 
among the rO'’k,s.

Mr Mornsrm snys, A' Uie c;we of a person taken red-havd by tlie magistrates of Pertln 
and immediately executcii, was the main CiiiiBO of the power of trying cases of life atK 
( 'oatli being taken from them and from rdl sabordiiitte judicatories. A young Engliai> 
uflicor connected witli some famijle.s of rank and influence, who was stationed with a 
reeniitiiig jiarty at rertli, liad become enamoured of a lady there, so young ns still to be 
uiukr tile tuition of a ^andng-mastor.

-^oihn oehool, to tlieVeat umioyance of the teaclier, who, on occasion of a ball given

Tlio 
w iioio iispeet of tlie [ilnco litteii it foi being the scene of the trial and punislmieiit of one 
of the most iiotonon.s bands of tbieves and outlaws that over laid the IjOW Country 
utulcr contribution. Ilntlivcn, the siieriff, is said to have held his court on a li.sing 
ground to tlie north, still called %e (Jourl-liill ; and there were lately, or tliero still may 
be, at the east end of tiio lloch-in roy wood, some oaks on which the IliglilandeM were 
hung, and wliicli long went by tlie name of the llanged-men's-trees. The hideous a))-

“ Tlie gardens of the Dominicans surrounded tiie monastery on all sides, and were of 
great extent and beauty. Part of them immediately adjoined the North Inch, ami 
fovored .all that space of ground now occupied by Atlioll I'Jace, the Crescent, and Itose 
'J'eiTiice, besides a considerable extent of ground to tlie west and south, still known by 
tlie name of %o Black Fiiars. Ou a part of these grounds overlooking the Nortli Inefi, 
probably near the soutl| end of the Terrace, a richly decorated summor-hon.se stood, 
wiiicli IS fieijuenlly mei#ioncd in old writings as the (iiltcn Arbour. From tlie halcoii- 
k's ol this edifice King Robert is supposed to liave watnessod tho ennfiict of the dans. 
What the pnculiar forms, constrnctioii, ororiianientsof thislimldingwero, whicli gained 
for it this title, is #ot oven hinted at by any of the local clironu'ler,?. It may he nicii- 
tionod, Imw'Gve* altliongh it ,s a matter of mere tradition, that the ornanieiits oii the 
ceiling oT tile J^Jliik’s l’oW£!r(a circular watch-tower at the soutli-cast atiglc of the townj 
were si#d to have been copied from those on tlio Gilten Aibour, by orders of tho first 
Rail of Gowrie, at tlio corner of whose garden tiie Monk’s Tower stood. Tiiis tower 
was taken down at the same rime with Gowrie House, and many j#t remember tlio 
general appeiyance ol the paiiTOngs on the ceiling, yet it docs not seem to have ocourrevl 
(o any one to have liad them copied. They were allegorical and astronomical, 
sentmg the virtues and vices, the srasons, the zodiac, and oilier subjects common’^^BI 
enough ; yeLeven the surmise that tliey might h.avo lieon copied trom oflicrs still more 
ancient, if ir could not save tlicm from destruction, .should liavc entitled them to a 
greater share than they seem to Inm* posse^^cd of the notice of their confempoiaiies. 
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The patience which tl)c :iati<}Marios of Perth have BuhunUed to tlie reniov., 
many cases tlie wanton and useless removal) of the historuuil monuments with wlilch 
they were at one time surroutided, is truly wonderful ! Monin^ON.
